PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACT AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, Section 6a of 
the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which pertain to its government and 
affairs; and 

WHEREAS, in the exercise of home rule powers, Cook County adopted an ordinance governing 
procurement authority for the offices and departments of Cook County Government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED THAT: 

Section 1. 10 43. 8 v. curr e nt l y “R e s e rv e d.” 10-43.6 is amended to read as follows: 

10 43. 8 (M) BROKERS: 

(1) _ No contractor under this Ordinance shall act as a “broker”. “Broker' means a person or entity 

that fills orders by purchasing or receiving supplies from a third party supplier rather than out of 
its own existing inventory and provides no substantial service other than acting as a conduit 
between his or her supplier and his or her customer. 

Section 2. This amendatory ordinance shall take effect and be in force immediately after its passage.

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PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION AFFIRMING NATIONAL POLICY AGAINST TORTURE 

WHEREAS, as elected officials of Cook County, Illinois, we have an obligation to uphold the laws that 
govern Cook County, the State of Illinois, the Constitution of the United States of America and all 
international treaties to which the United States is party, including the Geneva Conventions of 1949, the 
International Covenant on Civil and Political Rights, the Convention Against Torture and other Cruel, 
Inhuman or Degrading Treatment or Punishment and related standards of international human rights; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under 
the physical control of and inflicted by any federal authority, including civilian contractors, constitutes a 
violation of the law of nations in that customary international law prohibits torture as reflected, expressed, 
and defined in multilateral treaties and other international instruments, international and domestic judicial 
decisions, and other authorities; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under 
the physical control of and inflicted by any federal authority, including civilian contractors, constitutes a 
violation of the United States Constitution. The acts of mistreatment aforementioned constitute a 
violation of the Fifth Amendment and of the Eighth Amendment’s prohibition on cruel and unusual 
punishment; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under 
the physical control of and inflicted by any federal authority, including civilian contractors, constitutes a 
violation of specific protections afforded by the Third and Fourth Geneva Conventions, including but not 
limited to. Article 3 common to all four Geneva Conventions. Violations of Common Article 3 of the 
Geneva Conventions are treaty violations as well as violations of customary international law; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under 
the physical control of and inflicted by any federal authority, including civilian contractors, constitutes a 
violation of Articles 7 and 10 of the International Covenant on Civil and Political Rights (ICCPR). 
Violations of these provisions are treaty violations as well as violations of customary international law; 
and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under 
the physical control of and inflicted by any federal authority, including civilian contractors, constitutes a 
violation of the Convention Against Torture and Other Cruel, Inhuman or Degrading Treatment or 
Punishment (CAT), and where applicable also of the federal anti-torture statute, 18 U.S.C. Section 2340- 
2340A, which Congress enacted to fulfill U.S. obligations under CAT. Violations of CAT are treaty 
violations as well as violations of customary international law; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment as a method of extracting 
intelligence infonnation may lead to inaccurate and misleading infonnation. The Anny Field Manual on 
Intelligence Interrogation states: “the use of torture and other illegal methods is a poor technique that 
yields unreliable results, may damage subsequent collection efforts, and can induce the source to say what 
he thinks the interrogator wants to hear”; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon a foreign national 
in U.S. custody may have the effect of radicalizing the victim’s own moderate political, social or religious 
ideologies. The aforementioned acts of mistreatment may also have the effect of radicalizing the 
ideologies of the society from where the victim originates. Radicalized ideologies may increase the threat 
of terrorism against Americans; and

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon a foreign national 
in U.S. custody may increase the likelihood that kidnapped or captured American citizens and military 
personnel will be subjected to similar acts of mistreatment. The U.S. Army Field Manual on Intelligence 
and Interrogation states: "the use of torture and other illegal methods] may also place U.S. and allied 
personnel in enemy hands at great risk of abuse by their captors”; and 

WHEREAS, the use of torture and other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment undennines the rule of 
law and delegitimizes the United States government as an advocate for democracy. The U.S. Army Field 
Manual on Intelligence Interrogation states: “Revelation of use of torture by U.S. personnel will bring 
discredit upon the U.S. and its anned forces while undermining domestic and international support for the 
war effort”; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Anny Field Manual on Intelligence and Interrogation states that binding 
international treaties and U.S. policy “expressly prohibit acts of violence or intimidation, including 
physical or mental torture, threats, insults, or exposure to inhuman treatment as a means of or aid to 
interrogation. Such illegal acts are not authorized and will not be condoned by the U.S. Army.” The 
Manual specifically defines “physical torture” to include “infliction of pain through chemicals or 
bondage”, “forcing an individual to stand, sit or kneel in abnormal positions for prolong periods of time”, 
“food deprivation” and “any form of beating”. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that We, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, 
condemn the use of torture and all cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment upon any person under the 
physical control of any federal authority, including civilian contractors; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that We, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County, call on the 
President and Congress to affirm the domestic and international obligations of the United States of 
America to the rule of law and end the use of torture and all other cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment 
as a matter of policy and to condemn the aforementioned acts of mistreatment; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be sent to President George W. 
Bush and the Members of the Illinois Congressional delegation representing Cook County and let it also 
be spread upon the official proceedings of this Honorable Body. 


Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved that the Resolution be approved 
and adopted. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked leave to add the full name of the President to the final resolved clause. 
Leave was granted. 

Commissioner Peraica, second by Commissioner Hansen, moved to delete “and end the use of torture and 
all other cruel inhuman or degrading treatment as a matter of policy” from the resolved clause. The 
motion w'as withdrawn. 

Following discussion. Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the 
Proposed Resolution, as amended be referred to the Committee on Human Relations. The motion was 
withdrawn. 

Commissioner Suffredin, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Resolution, as 
amended be referred to the Committee on Finance.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

COOK COUNTY EQUAL EMPLOYMENT OPPORTUNITY PLAN 

WHEREAS, the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners has instituted the “Cook County 
Equal Employment Opportunity Plan” for offices under the President, and has appointed an Equal 
Employment Opportunity Officer (EEOP officer) to promote equal employment opportunity principles 
throughout the Cook County workforce; and 

WHEREAS, in order to give such policy and procedure the full force of the County's lawmaking powers 
and to ensure equal employment opportunities for persons from all segments of the County community 
without regard to race, ethnicity, gender, sexual orientation or any other protected category established by 
law, statute or ordinance, it is essential to codify the affinnative action policy and procedure of the 
County; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Equal Employment Opportunity Coordinating Council’s Policy Statement 
on Affinnative Action, 41 C.F.R. § 60-3.17, the first step in the establishment of an affirmative action 
plan is an analysis of the employer’s work force to determine whether the percentages of persons within 
race, ethnic, gender, or sexual orientation groups in individual job classifications are substantially similar 
to the percentages of persons within those groups who are available in the relevant job market and who 
possess the basic job-related qualifications; and 

WHEREAS, if substantial disparities are found, the next step in the establishment of an affirmative 
action program is to examine each element of the overall selection process to detennine which elements 
operate to exclude persons on the basis of race, ethnicity, gender, or sexual orientation, and also to 
detennine the validity of the element in predicting job performance; and 

WHEREAS, a preliminary statistical analysis known as the “Cook County Employee Diversity 
Representation Report.” demonstrates a striking disparity in minority hiring among many of Cook 
County’s public offices; and 

WHEREAS, a more comprehensive analysis of the County’s work force is necessary to substantiate 
these hiring disparities before codifying a Cook County affirmative action plan. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources and the 
County’s EEOP officer are directed to prepare a four year retroactive analysis of the County’s work force 
to detennine whether percentages of race, ethnic, gender, or sexual orientation groups in individual job 
classifications are substantially similar to the percentages of those groups available in the relevant job 
market who possess the basic job-related qualifications and to provide a report to the Board sixty days 
subsequent to the enactment of this Resolution; and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if a substantial disparity is found through statistical analysis, the 
Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources and the County’s EEOP officer are further directed to examine 
each element of the overall selection process to determine which elements operate to exclude persons on 
the basis of race, ethnic, gender, or sexual orientation and also to detennine the validity of the element in 
predicting job performance; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the heads of departments and agencies under authority of the 
President are directed to cooperate fully with the Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources and the 
County’s EEOP officer in their efforts to prepare these studies; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the separately Elected Officials of the County, including the 
Assessor, the Chief Judge of the Circuit Court, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, the Commissioners of the Board 
of Review, the County Clerk, the Recorder of Deeds, the Sheriff, the State’s Attorney and the Treasurer are 
directed to prepare similar studies for personnel directly employed within their offices and to provide a 
report to the Board sixty days subsequent to the enactment of this Resolution. 


Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved to suspend the rules so that this 
matter may be considered. The motion carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Maldonado, seconded by Commissioner Silvestri, moved that the Proposed Resolution be 
referred to the Committee on Finance.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY PURCHASING ACT 

WHEREAS, the Purchasing Agent of Cook County is charged with the responsibility of soliciting bids 
and entering into contracts for commodities and services as specified by all Cook County agencies; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent strives to serve the citizens of the County 
of Cook through the use of sound, prudent, and consistent procurement practices for those departments 
and agencies which report to the President and the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent is committed to fulfilling the needs of 
Cook County agencies in an environment in which vendors receive fair and impartial treatment in doing 
business with Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the Office of the Cook County Purchasing Agent, in addition to other bureaus, departments, 
and agencies of Cook County, may detennine that contracts for certain commodities and services are 
appropriate for procurement under tenns outlined in the issuance of a Request for Proposal, commonly 
referred to as an “RFP"; and 
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WHEREAS, the technical and detailed nature of the process for development of an effective RFP may in 
certain cases require assistance, advice, or oversight from professional consultants who are compensated 
accordingly for their work product; and 

WHEREAS, in such cases, a conflict of interest may exist in the event that a professional consultant, 
acting as either an individual or business entity and party to a contractual relationship with Cook County, 
under tenns providing for services related to the preparation of an RFP, subsequently seeks to be awarded 
additional business with Cook County in the perfonnance of duties or provision of goods and/or services 
as described in the RFP; and 

WHEREAS, among purchasing professionals in both the private and public sectors, commonly known 
best practices in the industry are specifically designed to prevent such conflicts of interest when the 
purchaser is acquiring goods and services under the aegis of an RFP process; now, therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook County that the Board does hereby amend 
the Cook County Purchasing Act to incorporate these industry best practices, and to prohibit the awarding 
of contracts for goods and/or services to any individual or business entity under the tenns of a Request for 
Proposal, when said individual or business entity was directly and substantially involved in drafting, 
writing, researching or preparing the RFP and any ancillary documents related to same; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this amendment to the Cook County Purchasing Act is 
immediately effective upon becoming law.

Your Subcommittee has considered the following item and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows:

FORMALLY RECEIVE A STATUS REPORT ON THE U.S. JUSTICE DEPARTMENT 
REQUEST TO EXHUME THE BODY OF EMMETT TILL (PROPOSED RESOLUTION). 
Submitting a Proposed Resolution Sponsored by Bobbie L. Steele, County Commissioner; 
Co-sponsored by Deborah Sims, County Commissioner 

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, on August 28, 1955, 14 year old Chicagoan Emmett Till was kidnapped from 
his uncle’s home in Money, Mississippi; and 

WHEREAS, on August 31, 1955 his murdered body was discovered; and 

WHEREAS, the kidnapping and murder of Emmett Till captured international attention and 
his Mother Mamie Till-Mobley led a personal campaign for justice; and 

WHEREAS, two men, store owner Roy Bryant and his half brother, J W. Milam were 
charged and acquitted of the murder. They later boasted about the crime several months later 
according to Eye’s On the Prize authored by Juan Williams; and 

WHEREAS, on Tuesday, May 3, 2005 it was revealed that the U.S. Department of Justice 
and the FBI requested Cook County Judge Paul Biebel, Jr. approve an order to remove Till’s 
body from the Burr Oaks Cemetery in Alsip, Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Mississippi has never conducted an autopsy on Emmett Till, and 
during the trial, a Sheriff in the State of Mississippi stated the body was not Till’s according 
to Eyes on the Prize authored by Juan Williams; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Judge Paul Biebel, Jr. signed a court order requiring the removal 
of Emmet Till’s body from its grave; and 

WHEREAS, there is a reported split among family members and the general public on how 
best to proceed; and 

WHEREAS, no intergovernmental statement have been prepared within the State of Illinois 
and Cook County to direct the courts on how best to proceed and to consider its jurisdictional 
matter. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that no action be taken on the exhumation of 
Emmett Till until the County of Cook thoroughly reviews the request from the U.S. 
Department of Justice; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, through 
its respective committees, convene a Discovery Hearing to formally receive a status report on 
the U.S Justice Department’s request to exhume the body of Emmett Till and to invite the 
Cook County Chief Medical Examiner Edmund Donoghue and his forensic team to share 
with the Cook County Board of Commissioners his office’s expectations, their process for 
evidence gathering and the racial and professional makeup of his team. 

*Referred to the Department of Corrections Subcommittee on 05/17/05. 
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Chainnan Steele delivered the following statement; There has been a new development in the Emmett 
Till case and action has already been taken. However, the Board will appreciate any updated infonuation 
that can be provided. The United States Department of Justice, the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
and the State of Mississippi are involved in the investigation of this case. Emmett Till’s mother labored 
and protested over forty years to get this case re-opened. Recently, Congressman Bobby Rush intervened 
and requested that the United States Department of Justice pursue this investigation. Congressman Rush 
was unable to be here today, but he wanted the Board to move forward to inform the public of the 
ongoing investigation. The intent of this hearing is to respond to some of the questions that have been 
brought to Chairman Steele’s attention regarding both the exhumation process which commenced today, 
and the other procedures which will take place subsequently. 

Vice Chairman Hansen inquired whether the Board has any jurisdiction to direct the courts or to review 
requests from the United States Department of Justice. He further stated that it was his understanding that 
the Board has no jurisdiction over any court order. 

Patrick T. Driscoll, Jr., Deputy State’s Attorney, Chief of the Civil Actions Bureau of the State’s 
Attorney’s Office, responded that the County of the crime’s occurrence has jurisdiction over this case. 
Mr. Driscoll further stated the following: The FBI is involved in this case. Exhumation was performed 
pursuant to court order. As a legislative body, the Committee may request infonnation from any source, 
however, it is questionable whether the recipient of that request is required to answer. The FBI is paying 
the cost of exhumation; the cost of both interment and delivery of the body is being paid by the Federal 
Government. 

Chainnan Steele asked the Secretary to the Board to call upon the registered public speakers:

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Stroger and Cermak Hospitals Subcommittee of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met 
pursuant to notice on Thursday, May 26, 2005 at the hour of 1:30 P.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, 
County Building, 118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Subcommittee has considered the following item: 

1. To hear a presentation by the Bureau of Health Services on the severely long waiting time many 
patients of the community health care clinics experience to receive their prescription medications. 

Chainnan Maldonado stated that the purpose of this meeting is to hear a presentation by the Bureau of 
Health Services on the severely long waiting periods that many patients experience to receive their 
prescription medications. Chairman Maldonado further stated this meeting is for informational purposes 
only. 

Commissioner Murphy noted that Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County is doing a remarkable job filling 
prescriptions. She asked whether it would be possible to fax prescriptions from Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County to be filled at Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County. 

Chairman Maldonado replied that the mail order prescription drugs program was reinstated in March and 
the Bureau of Health Services is filling fifteen thousand prescriptions each day. 

Daniel H. Winship, M.D., Chief of the Bureau of Health Services, commented that during 2004 the 
Bureau of Health Services filled 2.9 million prescriptions and at its current pace will fill over 3.8 million 
prescriptions in 2005. The prescriptions could be filled in a more timely manner if ample space and 
personnel were available. The Bureau of Health Services fills ten thousand prescriptions per day and the 
largest request come from Stroger Hospital of Cook County and the Fantus Clinic. The national bench 
mark for productivity in filling prescriptions is about 250 per eight hour shift with a phannacist and two 
phannacist technicians. The Bureau of Health Services averages about 400 per eight hour shift per 
pharmacist and two pharmacist technicians. 
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Dr. Winship noted that the Bureau of Health Services has included twelve new positions in the 2005 
budget and there are vacancies throughout the phamiacy department. The Bureau of Health Services is in 
the process of recruiting pharmacists and phannacist technicians. The Bureau of Health Services, 
Department of Personnel has taken several steps to improve the financial support of the pharmacy 
department, the wages for phannacists and pharmacist technicians have again fallen behind at the Bureau 
of Health Services. The Bureau of Health Services has advertised for pharmacists, however, the starting 
salary for graduating phannacists who apply at Walgreen’s, CVS or other hospitals salaries would be 
higher than the Bureau of Health Services would pay. The Bureau of Health Service’s starting salary is 
not competitive for recruiting of phannacists or phannacist technicians. 

Vice Chairman Silvestri asked how many such vacancies are in the Bureau of Health Services. 

Dr. Winship replied there are twenty-four vacant phannacist positions. There are sixteen staff phannacists 
and eight supervisor management positions for a total of twenty-four positions. 

Johnny Brown, Chief Operating Officer, Stroger Hospital of Cook County, stated that the patients have an 
option to fill their prescription at either any local drug store or at the Bureau of Health Services facilities. 
The Medicaid patients will pay out of pocket expense for prescriptions filled off-site. 

Dan Martin, Deputy Chief, Bureau of Health Services, stated that the Bureau of Health Services 
purchases drugs for the outpatients from the 340B program. There are strict regulations regarding the 
purchase of drugs. The restrictions are that drugs can only be purchased and used at the sites that are 
designated as disproportionately shared hospitals and federally qualified health care clinics such as: Ryan 
White Grantees, Federal Health Care Centers, and look-a-like facilities that are pre-approved by the 
Federal Government. The regulations that currently exist are governed by the National Association of 
Public Hospitals and Phannacies Coalition. 

Mr. Martin continued to reiterate that all out-patient phannacy purchases are purchased through the 340B 
program. However, Medicaid patients can purchase phannaceuticals at any phannacy that accepts 
Medicaid. The Bureau of Health Services was able to negotiate with the State of Illinois to receive 
enhanced reimbursement under the Intergovernmental Transfer Agreement for phannacy services and has 
started billing for phannacy services. The Bureau of Health Services would like to keep the Public Aid 
and Medicaid/Medicare patients in the system to assist with offsetting the cost. 

Chainnan Maldonado asked about the amount of overtime for the pharmacy department last year. 

Mr. Brown stated about ten million dollars ($10,000,000) was spent for overtime last year. 

Chainnan Maldonado asked how the Bureau of Health Services solicits the patients to use the mail order 
prescription fonns. 

Mr. Martin stated that the patients fill their prescriptions at the Bureau of Health Services and mail order 
prescription pamphlets are inserted in their bags. The Bureau of Health Services has sixteen employees 
traveling throughout the County’s thirty-one clinics. The representatives meet with the administration to 
coordinate a convenient time frame in which to infonn patients about the mail order prescription program. 

Commissioner Murphy inquired about the number of employees at the pharmacies. 

Bernard Scavella, Deputy Director of Support Services, replied that the Bureau of Health Services 
employs four out-patient pharmacists, and is staffed by two pharmacy managers and one supervisor. 
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Commissioner Daley asked the Bureau of Health Services how many phannacists are needed to solve the 
problem of the long wait for prescription drugs. 

Mr. Scavella stated that if the Bureau of Health Services were to hire more pharmacists, there would not 
be adequate space to accommodate the additional staff 

Commissioner Daley asked the Bureau of Health Services whether there is a tracking system in place to 
log the waiting period to fill patient’s prescriptions. 

Mr. Scavella stated that the Bureau of Health Services has a tracking system at Stroger Hospital of Cook 
County and the Fantus Clinic. The system has various categories of prescriptions that are filled. 
Approximately sixty-eight percent (68%) of the prescriptions are new, twenty-six percent (26%) of the 
prescriptions are refills and four and one half percent (4.5%) of the prescriptions are from discharged 
patients. The Bureau of Health Services prioritizes the emergency room prescriptions and guarantees an 
eight hour turn around time. Discharged patient’s prescriptions are guaranteed a two to three hour turn 
around time. The emergency prescriptions from the other Bureau of Health Services clinics have a turn 
around time of eight hours. 

Commissioner Steele asked whether in the hiring of pharmacy personnel, they could begin at a higher 
level rate of pay, as was done at the Veterans Administration. 

Mr. Martin stated that the current salary structure only allows the Bureau of Health Services to go up to 
Step 5 positions within the phannacy category and does not allow the Bureau of Health Services to go 
beyond that step. 

Mark Kilgallon, Director, Bureau of Human Resources stated that an increase of ten million dollars 
($10,000,000) was given to the phannacy staff to bring the Bureau of Health Service’s salaries in line 
with other institutions. The County is not competitive with the current market; however, the Bureau of 
Health Services is presently negotiating with the pharmacy unions. In regards to hiring staff at the 
advance step levels, the increase in salary has to be included in the budget and all open salaries are 
budgeted at the Step 1 level. 

Commissioner Peraica asked what could be done to reduce patients’ waiting periods for prescription 
drugs. 

Dr. Winship noted that the Bureau of Health Services is implementing a provider order entry program in 
the Cemer System. This program will have speed, safety and correctness in the interpretation of the 
written prescriptions from the staff and the speed to get it to the pharmacy department. 

Chainnan Maldonado reiterated the question of whether the waiting periods for prescription drugs would 
decrease due to the installing of the Cemer System. 

Mr. Martin noted that the patient would have the option of traveling to any pharmacy at the Bureau of 
Health Services and the patient would get an electronic print-out of his or her prescription. The 
pharmacist and phannacist technician will be able to understand the electronic print-out prescription 
forms from the physicians. 

Dr. Winship stated that the program has been installed at Oak Forest Hospital of Cook County and is 
performing beautifully. The program will arrive at Stroger Hospital of Cook County in the summer and 
will be installed throughout the Bureau. 
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Chaimian Maldonado asked about the recruiting of Latino phannacists and pharmacist technicians. 

Dr. Winship replied that there are Latino phannacists at the Bureau of Health Services. We will be 
delighted to recruit bi-lingual pharmacists and pharmacist technicians. 

Chainnan Maldonado stated that he has never seen advertisement for bi-lingual and Latino phannacists or 
phannacist technicians. 

Dr. Winship stated that the Bureau of Health Services advertises in the newspapers.
